tho old Lewis bill it ought not to be- 
come a law. At the session of 1881 
Gen. 11. II. Clarke, Col. A. C. Elhb 
find Attorney General Murphy testified 
that thu bill was clearly unconstitution- 
al. 
There was not a lawyer iu tho State 


who insisted that it would stand the 
tebt. 
JSvou Judge Lewis would not 


father tlie constitutionality of his bant- 
liug. 
So oue-sided was the proposition 


th.it Senator Schulu, of Storey, the only 
Dernociatic membm of ths Committee 
on Riiilroucl.s, uud who had agreed in 
caucus with his party colleagues, to 
Htnnd for the Lewis and Woodbum bills 
right or wiong, for party "buncome" 
purposes, was forced to admit he was 
wrong, and joint 1 in the unanimous 
report against the bill. This State has 
uot the right to regulate inter-State 
commerce. It has the right, we con- 
tend, to regulate fares uud freights 
within its borders, and the Legislature 
should devote itself to satisfactorily 
solving that problem, instead of con- 
suming time iii trying to mime any rate 
between Omaha aud lleuo. Congress 
ia the proper place to aak for relief in 
that respect, and from what Congress- 
man Cassidy said that be and the;Demo- 
c ratio party had, done last year on the 
Keagan bill and other railroad ques- 
tions, th« JoOBNALjnatu rally supposed 
that Nevada's sido of the mutter woiild 
tunre b«en presented and favorably uoted 
upon, long before thin time. 
, 


Senator Foley, of Eureka, is 


himself one of the most valuable mem- 
bers of the praseut Legislature, and bis 
efforts in behalf of the people are worthy 
of emulation by all who have the best 
interests of the State at heart. lie rec- 
ognizes that it is desirable that the ex- 
penses of the State shall be reduced to 
the lowest Amount consistent with the 
proper exercise of the ftinotion of gov- 
ernment and due safety to the revenues 
of the State; and that a consolidation of 
the duties of certain officers, now pro- 
vided for by the State Constitution, can 
be made without impairing the efficiency 
of the government or endangering th« 
safety of its revenues; aud that it ia nec- 
essary to amend the State Constitution 
in order to dispense with such officers 
and consolidate the duties of their sev- 
eral offices; and has therefore intro- 
dued several proposed amendments to 
the Constitution calculated to effect the 
reforms desired by the people. 
He 


first limits the incidental amount for 
members of the Legislature to $30. An- 
other abolishes the officer of Lieutenant 
Governor, and places the President of 
the Senate aud Speaker of the Assembly 
iu the line of succession should the 
Governor die, resign, or be impeached. 
Another allows the Governor to appoint 
a Secretary of State, but ho must also 
perform the duties of Private Secretary. 
Another makes the Controller •x-officio 
Land Register, thereby dispensing with 
the Surveyor General, 
Another does 


away with the offices of Superintendent 
of Public Instruction and Clerk of the 
Supreme Court. We suppose the idea 
follows that the Court will be allowed to 
appoint its own Clerk. The manner in 
which the Senator has covered his 
ground shows that he has studied the 
various propositions, aud in our opinion 
has evolved a solution which the tax- 
payers will heartily concur in. 


A large number of prominent men 


from every section of the Union have 
joined in a call for a National Delegate 
Conference which will be held in Chi- 
cago, on the 4th day of July, 1883, for 
tho purpose of organizing a new politi- 
cal party to espouse the cause of legiti- 
mate industry 111 the irrepressible con- 
flict already entered upon between the 
confederated monopolies nnd the peo- 
ple. 


All who fuvor the restriction of the 


power of corporations, tha holding of 
the public lands for actual settlors, the 
suppression of gambling ia the neces- 
sities of life, and of combinations which 
fix prices against the natural laws of 
trade, the destruction of legal rights in 
vested wrongs, aud the overthrow of all 
monopolies aud of all systems aud laws 
made in the interest of the few and 
against the many; all who oppose the 
control of the currency by banks of 
issue, and the taxation of all industry 
for the benefit of favored enteiprises 
under the guise of n protective tariff;

The general appropriation bill con- 


tains the sum of $115,000 for the Asy- 
luui for the ensuing two years. This 
has called forth unjust criticisms from 
some of the State papers. 
But until 


that sum of money .shall havo been ex- 
pended for tho purpose indicated, the 
eiitieisms uru uncalled for. 
The Joun- 


seas no necessity for such an 


amount, but if it was not used of course 
the balance would revert back into the 
treasury. 
As we understand it $15,000 


of the amount is for the purpose of mak- 
ing the permanent improvements in and 
around the building and grounds recom- 
mended by the 
Superintendent and 


Commissioners. 
This 
would 
leave 


$100,000 for the support of the Asylum. 
We have no idea that sum will be re- 
quired, and iu our opinion $75,000 will 
be enough. Supt. Dawson predicts that 
after the 1st of next July the cost per 
capita will not exceed 75 cents per day, 
at which rat* tha yearly expense of the 
institution should not be $30,000. 


Representative Morse of Boston has 


a new scheme for the building of the 
navy without great expense to tho gov- 
eruuient. He favors the sale of the 
Boston uavyyurd, which, he thinks, 
would bring at least $10,000,000, and 
the interest on this amount at four per 
cent would be $iOO,000. 
Tho govern- 


ment now appropriates for the mainte- 
nance of the yaid about $400,000 ayear. 
This amount, added to the yearly inter- 
est, would make $800,000. 
Mr. Morso 


says that if the maintenance appropria- 
tion is added to each year's interest that 
would be derived from the money re- 
ceived from tha^salo of tho yard, he 
would guarantee to tuin out once evei'y 
two years a steel cruiser of the most 
improved plan. He says that the sale 
of the yard will undoubtedly work a 
temporary injury to those who are em- 
ployed therein, but iu a short time the 
purchassr.s would undoubtedly develop 
industries on tho property that wouUl 
give employment to a great many more 
than ore ou the pay-roll of the yard. 
He favors the closing of all but four of 
the navyyards of thu country, declaring 
that his experience on the Naval Affairs 
Committee had led him to believe that 
the money now expended on all the 
navyyavds would bo sufficient to main- 
tain these four iu the most perfect 
order.
